At a General Session of the INTERSTATE CCEMERCE COMMISSION, 
held at its office in Washington, D. C., on the 5th 
day of Hay, A. D. 1915. 

The subject of purchases, and the prices paid for such 
purchases, and the rates of compensation paid employees, by 
telegraph companies, being under consideration: 


It is ordered . That every telegraph company owning or 
operating, in whole or in part, a telegraph lino, whose property 
is to be valued under the valuation act of March 1, 1913, and 
every receiver or operating trustee of any such telegraph com- 
pany, shall, on or before September 30, 1915, file with the Com- 
mission, at its office in Washington, D, C., a schedule showing 
the purchases of new .material made and net prices paid for such 
purchases, and the rates of compensation paid its employees, in 
the manner prescribed on the accompanying D. V. Forms Nos. 354 
to 424, inclusive, which D. V. Forms are included in, and made 
a part of, this order, and complying v/ith the following in- 
structions : 


D. V. Forms Nos. 354 to 423, inclusive: 

1. No labor, other than that actually paid for by the 
telegraph company for inspection, and included in the column 
»« Inspect ion," and other than that actually paid for by the 
telegraph company and included in the column "Freight paid, 
shall be shown or included in any column on thoso forms. 

2. Under "Freight paid” state only froight actually paid 

by the telegraph company. 


3. Under "Commission paid for purchasing" state only 
commission actually paid by the telegraph company for thu pur 
chase of any article or articles, and not included in salaries 
or expenses of a purchasing department. 

4. Fill each column of the forms by entering the in- 
formation called for; otherwise by the notation "Unknown 
"None." The carrier may give additional information or make 

such explanation as it desires. 


5. if the prices given were determined by competitive 
t>ids, so state* 

6. The name and title of the person compiling the data 
shall be given in the space provided for that purpose, and the 
completed data shall be certified as "Correct," with the per- 
sonal signature and title of the person so certifying, cn each 
form. 

7. The reports shall be typewritten on white, tough paper
